Kloii. It Is only natural for tlie people to 
wonder how such n commb;.lnn would oper- 
ate, and what advantaKc.s It would hnve over 
our hlRhwaydeparlini-nt .set-up. 

Whenever a iioti-polUle.i! highway i 
mls-^ion conir.s up for dl.'^cUKslon reference 
la usually made to the "Oregon .systnm" as 
the one after which a new .srt-up In Ihls 
slate should be patterned. 

In facl, many state.'; have looked upon 
OrcRon's .system as an outstanding example 
of crilclency In highway administration. Bc- 
llevlnB that the people In Magic Valley would 
be lntcre.^ted In knowlnc more about Ore- 
Eon'.i high commission, the Times-News re- 
(luc.itcd the Associated Press to prorldc xi.s 
with the mo,-t Important details of our 
neighboring state's set-up. The Associated 
Pre."^! obliged nnd out of Salem, Ore.. Sat- 
urday came the followlnR Information: 

"Oregon".'! state highway officials have 
gained national recognition for their work. 
And they believe the reason is that the stale 
has built up a long tradition of keeping 
highways free from political interference. 

"They say the way to keep the hlphways 
out of politics Is to have them administered 
by a non-partlEon. non-salaried commission 
conslstlnc of men who arc genuinely Interest- 

■ ed In public service. 

"Oregon has a three-man highway com- 
mission, appointed by the governor for three- 
year terms. The only cash they get from 
the state Is for their e.^pensea. To make .sure 

■ that they shall represent the entire stale, 
the law provides that they have to come from 
different congresslonBl districts. 

"Dcipltc many changes In .^tatc admlri- 
Ifitra, there never has been a highway com- 
mUsIon ihakc-up. A new governor would 
hardly daro to clean house, so strongly htis 
the non-politics tradition become. 

"Tlic commission mceU'; two days each 
month to decide what roads to build and to 
handle administrative matters. But ltfipcnri.1 
(several other days a month getting around 
the state to see how things arc going. 

"Tlie working boss Is R. H. Baldock. .■\tate 
highway engineer, who gels SB,400 a year. 
Baldock Is nationally known, and now l,-; 
president of the .'\merlcan A.-^ocIntlon of 
Btntc Highway OfflclaL'!. 

"Under Baldock are two assistants. Under 
them are seven division heads, the divisions 
being con.'itructlon, maintenance, bridge;, 
legal, traffic, state porks and tourist in- 
formation. 

"To make sure that no section ot the 
(State is neglected when It come.'; to building 
new rondji, the comml.'wion divides the .state 
Into five districts. Eacii di.strict gets the 
same amount ot money .^pent on road con- 
struction. 

"Oregon state employe,-; went on civil .<erv- 
Ico two years ago. ond that will reinforce 
the highway comml;^sion\s no-pollllrs rule. 

"Tlic three commls,slonrr,':. a,s alway.i ha.s 
been the c.i.se, are men who have been suc- 
ccMful in bu,slness. Tlie chairman. T, H. Ban- 
field of Portland, heads the Iron Fireman 
ManufBCtiirlng company. The other two 
member.-; arc Arlhur W. Schaupp. Klamath 
Falls lawyer and lurmcr. and Ben n. Chan- 
dler. Coos Bay bunker. 

"When a.-;kcd how politics Is kept out. 
Baldock .^ald: 

"•Everybody in our drparlment Is hired 
to do his work, and has SO time to be mon- 
keying around with politics. 

"■Tlie main tad Is that the commission 
has con.sl,sted ot broad-guugc big people 
who get SO pay, and enjoy giving their rerv- 

■ Ices to the .-.late. 

"'Tlierc were c:irly viporou:; objections lo 
political Interlcrence. and 11 ha;, come to 
be a tradition. The people haw rccogrilred 
they can't hnvc an rfflclfnt highway de- 
partment and n!i0 have It mixed up In 
politics.' 

'■Tlio commb,''lo» appoinl.s Baldock, hl.^ 
two as-nlslnnts and the legal advlver. Baldock 
.appoint.-; the rest of the employr,';. All pro- 
jects arc let out to competitive bids, and the 
lowest competent bidder goUs the Job." 

After reading Ihls, it .shouldn't be difficult 
for anyone to understand why Idaho would 
be better off, with .some such system m Ore- 
gon's. That one paragraph in the AP's re- 
port tells the storj': 

"Despite many changes In stale admin- 
istration, there never hos been a highway 
commission shake-up. A new governor would 
hardly dare to clean house, so strongly has 
the no-poIltlcB tradition become!"
